WARREN J. BYLER,-83-year-Aid Alberta pioneer of the 
co-operative farm supply -movement was honored with 
a presentation from United Farmers of Alberta Co¬ 
operative at the recent annual meeting of the UFA Co-op. 
The presentation was made a former associate of Mr. 
Byler, Lome Proudfoot, (right), of Chinook, a director 
of the UFA Co-op. 

The two men worked together in the Acadia UFA Co-op 
in the 1930’s, and recalled the co-operative distributing 
carloads of apples to farm families of east central Alberta 
during the “hungry thirties.” 

They recalled other Acadia Co-op activities such as 
operation of the Maple Leaf coal mine at Drumheller, 
the manufacture of farm implements of which $150,000 
worth were sold in Saskatchewan and Alberta, and the 
distribution of $70,000 in dividends to co-op members. 

Mr. Byler, who farmed at Oyen for many years, retired 
to Calgary in 1949 and lives at 719 24th Ave. N.W. 

Until a recent reorganization of delegate areas, Mr. Byler 
was the official UFA Co-op delegate for the Calgary 
district, the city area having been designated as a special 
district represented solely by the pioneer co-operator.

Extra Earnings 


If they think of them at all, most Canadian 
workers likely think of their so-called fringe benefits 
as a little gravy — neither very important to the 
worker nor very costly to the company. But a new 
survey estimates that in 1963 in Canada the cost of 
fringes defined as “those benefits provided by the 
company in addition to wages and salaries,” came to 
$1,404 per employee. In 1963 the cost of fringes 
amounted to 26.2 per cent of pay-roll, compared to 
15.1 per cent in 1953. 

The survey, made by a firm of management con¬ 
sultants, covered 318,000 persons employed by 77 
companies in the fields of manufacturing, transporta¬ 
tion, finance, insurance, trade, public service and 
health, welfare and recreation. The 1963 survey put 
the cost of fringes per employee at $202 higher than 
the figure estimated by a comparable survey made 
in 1961. Also, as a percentage of payroll, the 1963 
study put the cost of fringe benefits in Canada 
slightly ahead of similar costs in the U.S., although 
the four previous studies made since 1953 showed the 
same return for the two countries. 

The most expensive classification in the list of 
fringe benefits is time off with pay, an average of 
$604 per year per employee. This classification in¬ 
cludes vacations, paid holidays, rest periods and cof¬ 
fee breaks, paid jury and militia duty, time off for 
union business. 

The second most expensive classification is pen¬ 
sion and welfare plans, an average cost to the com¬ 
panies of $424 per employee per year. These plans, to 
most of which employees also contribute, include re¬ 
tirement pensions, group life insurance, hospital and 
medical insurance, non-occupational sickness and ac¬ 
cident benefits. 

Another principal item, coming to $167 per 
worker per year, is payments that companies must 
make by law — contributions to unemployment insur-' 
ance, workmen’s compensation and the old age se¬ 
curity pension fund. Since these payments are man¬ 
datory, they are not always considered as fringe 
benefit costs; at the same time, they do come with¬ 
in the definition of employee benefits other than 
wages and salaries. 

Fringe benefits are not inconsequential, nor are 
they inexpensive. They have become a major part of 
workers’ earnings and their cost, since it is a part 
of the cost of production, is ultimately reflected in 
the prices of our goods and services.

A liquid fertilizer (10-20-10) was 
offered for sale to central Alberta 
farmers during the summer of 
1964. 

Using the manufacturer’s recom¬ 
mended rates and methods of ap¬ 
plication it gave about the same 
crop response as normal applica¬ 
tion of ordinary 11-48-0. But ac¬ 
cording to Dr. D. K. McBeath, 
Plan Nutritionist at the Lacombe 
Experimental Farm, the liquid 
fertilizer was the more expensive 
of the two.

McBeath, it cost fifteen dollars an 
acre for the liquid fertilizer for 
the same yield response that 50 
pounds to the acre of 11-48-0 
would provide for less than three 
dollars pre acre. However, he says, 
if liquid fertilizer should become 
more competitive in price, it may 
find a place on Alberta farms. 

Like all fertilizers it is register¬ 
ed by the Plant Products Division 
of the Federal Departmen of Agri¬ 
culture and it has a guaranteed 
analysis.
